in Bombay State today threatened 
to spread to other parts of the 
country as protests

^ police and put the torch to big 
cotton warehouses in the scarred 
city of Bombay. Reports of fresh 
violence came from other parts 
of the state in the sixth straight 
day of disorder. 
Word of disturbances also came 
from the states of West Bengal, 
Orissa and Biher where demon­ 
strators, apparently 
aroused 
by 
the Bombay riots, began staging 
their own protests against Nehru’s 
(^ reorganization plans. 
The 
Bombay 
crisis 
stemmed 
from the government's intent to 
split the state into three parts: 
The Marathi-speaking south, the 
Gujarati-speaking north and bilin­ 
gual Bombay City under federal 
control. 
Nehru’s ruling Congress party 
faces a dilemma

City in the Marathi-speaking state. 
About half the city’s three million 
people are Marathas.

Most of today’s action in this 
city centered around

“ Cotton Green” area where some 
5,000 rioters milled about while the 
warehouse blazed. 


New York Fuel 
Truck Strike Ends 
NEW YORK 
— Fuel truck driv­ 
ers were back at work today after 
a five-day strike that Mayor Rob­ 
ert Wagner said had threatened to 
become a “catastrophe.” 
Fuel deliveries were resumed at 
'4 p. rn. yesterday after the driv­ 
ers, members of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, voted 
to accept an increase of 30 cents 
an hour in wages and benefits. 
The strike had cut off practically 
all coal deliveries and about 60 
per cent of fuel oil deliveries.

months. 
Earnings 
for the year thus were $42,803,000. 
or $2.46 a share. In 1954 the comp­ 
any had net income of $84,594,000, 
or $5.06 a share. 
Nearly 55,000 members of the 
tw’o unions struck 40 Westinghouse 
plants last October in contract dis­ 
putes. 
Both demanded 
15-cent 
hourly 
wage increases for workers aver­ 
aging $2.10 an hour, and a one- 
year agreement. In addition, the 
IUE demanded limitations on com­ 
pany efficiency studies of certain 
employes’ jobs.

In Los Angeles, Averell 
Harri­ 
man called Eisenhower a 
“ buck 
passer” and a “ dodger” of his re­ 
sponsibilities. 
“ Eisenhower 
is 
the 
biggest 
dodger of any President we’ve 
ever had in my memory,” the 
New York governor said, 
con­ 
tending the 
President 
“ passes 
the buck to his associates rather 
than take the responsibility.” 
And in Washington, Sen. Spark­ 
man (D-Ala) 
declared 
that 
the 
Eisenhower 
administration 
has 
“ bluffed and 
blustered” 
without 
“ liberating a single 
nation 
from 
the Communists or even holding 
the containment line.” 
Sparkman, a 
member 
of 
the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee, said the best answer to those 
who praise 
the 
administration’s 
foreign policy “ is what happened 
in Indochina.”

must revise its foreign policy to 
meet a Soviet diplomatic offen­ 
sive already in “ high gear” or 
face the loss of “ countless mil­ 
lions of our citizens and billions 
of dollars.” 
Mansfield, a member of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
said the need for review is pointed 
up by the Life magazine 
article 
quoting Dulles as saying that the 
“ ability to get to the verge with­ 
out getting into war is the neces­ 
sary art.” Dulles himself has back­ 
ed away from, but not repudiated, 
the quotation. 
Meanwhile, in Boston, Sen. Ke- 
fauver (D-Tenn) said the United 
States has been put in a position 
where “ the trump cards” of its 
diplomacy “ are all threats of at­ 
omic war.” 
Kefauver, who seeks the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination, said 
a “ few more blunders” like Dulles’ 
“ brink of w ar” interview and he

have 
outlived 
his 
useful­ 
ness.”

'M od Dog Killer' Soid 
Cleverest Since Days 
Of John Dillinger 


EVANSVILLE, Ind. 
— Trails 
continued to lead in many direc­ 
tions today as police of five states 
sought to trace l^eslie Irvin, Indi­ 
ana’s cleverest escapee since John 
Dillinger. 
The 31-year-old “mad dog kit­ 
er,** under sentence to die June 
12 for murder and indicted for 
five other slayings, slipped out 
of Gibson County jail in nearby 
Princeton Wednesday night. Left 
behind were a fearful cellmate, 
four unlocked doors and a card­ 
board key. 
The most likely trail led west­ 
ward. State police said Irvin mail­ 
ed three letters 
early 
Thursday 
morning, before his 
escape 
had 
been discovered, in Mount Carmel, 
111. 
A St. Louis hotel waitress, Mrs. i 
Ruth Patton, who said she knew' 
Irvm years ago, told police she 
saw the fugitive Thursday after­ 
noon standing inside the door of a 
cafeteria at the Milner Hotel. 
Mrs. Patton said she was so 
frightened she locked herself in 
her room and remained there all 
night. Then she read of Irvin’s es­ 
cape and notified police. 
Irvin also was reported in St, 
Louis County, in Rolla, Mo.; near 
Springfield, Mo.; Plymouth. Ind., 
Vandalia, Ohio; Watseka, 111., and 
Chicago.

A CARDBOARD key, reinforced 
w'ith tinfoil, was regarded by police 
as one of the most ingenious escape 
devices since

carved by gangster John Dillinger 
in 1934. Dillinger used the gun to 
escape from the Lake County Jail 
in Crown Point, Ind.

found the key hidden above 
a 
shower in Irvin’s cell in Prince­ 
ton. It was made from pieces of 
cigarette cartons and was strong 
enough to operate the lock on the 
cell door. 
Bits of paper and soap were 
found in the lock. Police said the 
soap could have been used for a 
pattern, or Irvin might have mem­ 
orized the pattern

may 
have 
made more than one 
key.

had to unlock two other steel 
doors and a wooden door to es­ 
cape. 
Irvin’s cellmate, Lawrence Bry­ 
ant. 57, of Palestine, IU., awaiting 
trial in a triple killing, talked re­ 
luctantly, fearful of Irvin’s threats 
to get even with him if he should 
“ squeal.” Bryant admitted helping 
Irvin open the cell door, a job one 
man could not have done. 
Convicted of murder and 
sen­ 
tenced to death last month, Irvin 
was to have been transferred to 
the Indiana State Prison in Michi­ 
gan City next week. 
He was convicted in the holdup- 
killing of W. Wesley Kerr, 29-year- 
old Evansville filling station at­ 
tendant, Dec. 23, 1954. 
Irvin is under indictment in the 
robbery-killings of two women in 
Evansville and three members of 
a Henderson, Ky., farm family. 
Meanwhile ah law enforcement 
agencies in Ohio were keeping a 
sharp lookout for Irvin, running 
down nearly a dozen reports that 
the man had been seen in various 
sections of the state. 
In many of the reports motorists 
reporting seeing hitchhikers they 
believed to resemble the fugitive. 
Dayton, Xenia, Lima, and Findlay 
areas were among the spots where 
varied reports were received.

The Senate confirmed all but 14 
of the 86 appointm ents m ad e by 
five-term D em ocrat Gov. F ra n k J. 
L ausche since the reg u lar legisla­ 
t e session ended last July. 
Lack of confirm ation left the stat­ 
us of those appointees up in the 
air. IV ere they out, or could they 
continue to receive pay or expens­ 
es from the state for official duties. 
Despite 
differences 
of opinion, 
everyone appeared willing to await 
a ruling by Atty Gen. C. William 
O'Neill. 
One of those affected was J o ­ 
seph J. Scanlon of Cincinnati. Lau- 
sche's form er executive secretary 
The 
Senate last 
July 
confirm ed 
S canlon’s appointm ent to the State 
B oard of Tax Appeals for a term 
ending in 1961 at an annual sala­ 
ry Of $8,400. 
But before taking over the job. 
Scanlon received appointm ent from 
L au sch e to the $2,000 a y e a r job 
as a d m in istra to r of the new Bu­ 
reau of W orkm en's C om pensation 
for six years. He took the higher 
paying post. 
A nother six y ear appointee fail­ 
ing to win confirm ation w as n at­ 
ural resources D irector A W. M ar­ 
ion of Rockford 
Marion, form er 
state d irec to r of agriculture, has 
headed the D epartm ent of C onser­ 
vation and N atural R esources since 
its creation in 1949. 
His reappointm ent last y e a r c a r ­ 
ried a boost in pay from $10,000 
to $12,000 a year. 
Those two appointm ents and a 
dozen others got hung up in the 
S enate Rules C om m ittee com posed 
of five R epublicans and tw o Dem

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INDISPENSABLE NEW SPAPER 
IN DETROIT the presses of the city’s 


three big daily newspapers are roaring 


once more and editions are hitting the 
street. The metropolis seem s to have been 
reborn and has regained its cohesion as a 


community. 
The newspaper strike that started 
De­ 
cem ber I severed the lifeline of the city — 
the free interchange of information, knowl­ 


edge and ideas that welds a community to­ 


gether. The reading public, shaken from 
the habit of a lifetim e, felt a keen sense of 


deprivation and frustration. 
As the 
strike continued, 
subscribers 


struggled to adjust them selves to the rou­ 
tine of new scasts, but m ost of them found 
this difficult to achieve. Practically all of 
the readers said they w ere “absolutely 
lost” without their daily paper. 
Aside from the general new s—local, na­ 
tional and international—every feature in 
every newspaper had its share of mourn­ 
ers. The P age One news, the stories on the 
inside, the human interest stories, the ed­ 
itorials, 
the com ics, crossword puzzles, 
horoscopes, cartoons, the television a n d 
radio listings, the w om en’s news and fea­ 
tures w ere all m issed. 
Financial new s, 
stock m arket quota­ 
tions, real estate sections, death notices, 
m arriage licenses, church news, fraternal 
new s, classified ads, the pictures—the mil­ 
lion and one things found in a daily news­ 
paper—all had their m ourners. 
Not the least often repeated lament was 
the absence of big advertisem ents. The big 
full-page ads chockfull of m erchandise and 
food bargains were especially m issed by 
housewives. Com m ents on shopping diffi­ 
culties were multitudious. 
A housewife said: “With no newspaper 
ads to follow, the strike prevented our fam ­ 
ily from getting the most from its shopping 
dollar. Random shopping w as highly un­ 
satisfactory and often unproductive.” 
Said another shopper: “ There w as no 
w ay I could com pare prices without getting 
out and footing it around.” 
Attendance at theaters and s p o r t i n g 
events was below normal because of insuf­ 
ficient advertising. 
Absence of printed death notices and 
obituaries also created problems. Several 
funerals of well-known persons who died 
during the strike were practically unattend­ 
ed because there were no newspaper death 
notices. Florists, of course, suffered a drop 
in business. 
Real estate m en keenly felt the loss of 
classified advertising space on which they 
rely heavily. 
The financial world had its problems due 
to lack of details. Many readers—business 
executives, professional people and small 
investors—complained because stock quo­ 
tations were not available. 
The Detroit strike has emphasized how 
essential newspapers are in the complex 
Am erican way of life. Newspapers are the 
m ainstay of the exchange of information 
necessary to modern living. The em ergen­ 
cy showed how rooted the daily newspaper 
is in the lives of the people—from the ex­ 
ecutive level to the factory worker. 


HATE WAR DANGER SLIGHT 
IF WAR SHOULD break out this year, 
the eruption probably would occur in the 
Far East or the Middle East. Consensus of 
opinion in Washington is that there will be 
no major conflict in either region. 
Secretary Quarles of the U. S. Air Force, 
after a survey of the Far East, reports the 
balance of air power is in good shape. 
There had been hints of such tremendous 
red air superiority in Red China that the 
Chinese might attack at any time. 
But Quarles says it would be most un­ 
wise for the com m unists to attack any free 
world position in the 
Far East. T h e y 
might have local superiority in air power, 
though the United States is building up 
F orm osa’s jet strength. Rut Quarles as­ 
serts that the entire free world air power 
Is very satisfactory in relation to total com ­ 
m unist air power. Planes are so speedy 
now that local air superiority is less im ­ 
portant than formerly. 
In this tinder box world a flame 
c a n 
start anywhere at any m oment. But lead­ 
ers of nations are m ore impressed by the 
destructiveness and futility of war t h a n 
aver.

These Days 


They tell m e that when one has had a 


coronary, one should rest body and mind 


and everything. That may be a good rule, 


but an impossible one because a man is 
not a vegetable and the mind does work. 
Even if nothing has registered in the mind, 
if there are no little tabs that poke out to 
jog the m em ory, the mind nevertheless 
does work on. 
It can, of course, be deadened by nar­ 
cotics, but the mind and m em ory of m an 
will find a w ay through the most deaden­ 
ing poisons to express a thought, or what 
one im agines is a thought. For that is the 
difference between a man and a vegetable: 
Man must think, even the least and dum b­ 
est of men m ust think. 
It is possible so to narcotize the mind 
that one is groggy nearly all the time and 
it is now possible to brain-wash the mind, 
so that everything is taken out of it a n d 
som ething new put in it. I wonder! I lie 
here and wonder how much has 
really 
been washed out of the mind of Cardinal 
Mindszenty. 
It 
would 
be 
important 
to 
know. 
It is an experience to lie here, not too far 
rem oved from death itself. It is all right 
now, I am told. The worst may be over. 
They are very cagey, these doctors. They 
do not say that the worst is over; it m ay 
be over. They cannot tell. Naturally no one 
can tell, and does it really matter. Carlyle, 
whom I am trying to read in this heavily 
sedated atm osphere, says this in his E ssay 
on Burns: 
“ For will not our own age, one day, be 
an ancient one; and have as quaint a cos­ 
tum e as the rest;. . 
There is so much humility in this w is­ 
dom, and if the fault of our period is to be 
discovered, it will be that humility has 
flown from us as a thing unwanted. What 
we call dem ocracy has turned out to be a 
terrific struggle, among som etim es t h e 
least worthy, to discover who is the big 
shot. 
Men project them selves for high office 
who, were they at all affected by their con­ 
sciences, would, in humility, regard even 
the mention of their nam es in such a con­ 
nection as ridicule of them . W h e n one 
com es close to death, the exaggerations of 
self seem too silly. So, everybody knows 
you. So, everybody recognizes you. So, 
when you go into a restaurant, you get a ta­ 
ble. You might even get credit in a bank. 
But what of credit with God? 
That awful m om ent when it is a sort of 
yes or no, what is the answer? And how 
helpless can you be — utterly, completely 
helpless. And the strange men com e and 
put you on a stretcher and you are captive. 
From then on, you are captive. What 
you eat. what you do, even when you w ash 
yourself, is decided by som eone else. You 
ask for something you like and it exceeds 
the calories allowed. You are a m achine 
out of order, being repaired because you 
did not altogether collapse. And will the 
repair last and only give you a respite? 
Naturally, when I ask questions a b o u t 
m yself, I am also asking about Ike and this 
I can say with a sense of thorough truth­ 
fulness: such m atters as life and death, as 
strong heart or weak heart, as coronaries 
that blow like fuses are in the hands of 
God. 
The research on the heart has gone quite 
a distance and that that is so, I can attest 
by the lines which T pen in a hospital bed 
in longhand, although I m av not move un­ 
assisted. I can do this little each day as 
Ike can paint each day. 
But no man, no doctor knows for sure 
why these things happen and if happening 
once, they will ever occur again. To make 
a fetish of a coronary is like refusing to 
use an automobile because a tire has had 
a blow-out. There m ay never be another 
blow-out. Also, one m ight get better tires 
—that is live a less irritating life. 
Politics in our age m ust be irritating be­ 
cause it is not pretty. The m en are small. 
The ways are vulgar. Honor, respect, prob­ 
ity seem to have disappeared. But there 
have been other eras like this and they are 
corrected as m ea regain humility and turn 
again to God and God’s law. So we must 
walk through tile mud until we reach the 
hard gravel that leads up the mountain — 
to its top where the light is clear and sm all 
things are small and greatness is great,

Injured Hand Requires 
Exercise After Healing 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
GETTING Injured hand* back 
In working order after they have 
healed sometimes can be quite a 
problem. 
After removal of a cast or some 
other apparatus which has kept 
it immobile, a hand usually is 
stiff and som ewhatpainful.Those 
first movement* probably will 
hurt quite a bit. 
B est Methods 
Exercise and heat are the best 
methods of relieving both the 
pain and stiffness and generally 
getting your hand in operating 
order again. Massage, too, is help­ 
ful in relievin g any sw ellin g 
which m ight be present. 
Stretching the skin by exercis­ 
ing helps improve circulation. 
Heat also spurs circulation, and 
in addition deadens the ends of 
the pain receptor nerves. This, of 
course, elim inates much of the 
pain and permits easier move­ 
ment of the stiff hand and finger*. 
Don’t, however, soak your hand 
in hot water at home without ex­ 
plicit instructions from your doc­ 
tor. He’ll probably advise whirl­ 
pool baths, available at many 
hospitals. 
In this technique, your hand is 
placed in water heated to about 
105 degrees for about IO or 15 
minutes. Your doctor may have 


you squeeze a sponge under water 
at the same time to exercise your 
hand. 
He will also advise specific ex­ 
ercises to strengthen various sec­ 
tions of the hand and fingers. 
Most of them, I believe, will be 
done with sponges. Rubber balls, 
as a general rule, don’t give a* 
good results. 
Simple Exercise 
There’s one simple exercise you 
can perform to strengthen all of 
your fingers. Take a sheet of 
newspaper in one hand and roll 
it into a ball without dropping it. 
Pulleys, weights and the like 
are valuable for strengthening 
arm muscles. But your doctor will 
give you specific instructions for 
your own particular case. 
QUESTION AND ANSW ER 
T. V. N.: Will contact lenses In­ 
jure my eyes? 
Answer: If properly fitted , 
there is no evidence that contact 
lenses can cause any injury to the 
eyes. However, it seems that most 
people who try to use contact 
lenses cannot wear them because 
of discomfort. 
With eye diseases In which the 
cornea, which is the transparent 
covering of the opening into the 
e y e b a ll,.is deform ed, co n ta ct 
lenses are particularly helpful.

Fire loss in Circleville and areas

lie r Wise. 
Chief Wise said his department 
answered 142 calls 
during

past year. The fire loss was the 
second lowest in the past five 
years: the sam e held true for 
the number of fire runs. 
The majority of fire runs are in 
the city, the chief pointed out. 
But rural fire runs have kept up 
tile pace. 
In this respect, the chief said 
that present contracts held by the 
city with 
surrounding 
townships 
contain what could be a serious 
flaw. He said that his interpret­ 
ation of the 
contracts 
calls for 
“ fighting rural fires the same as 
they are fought in the city.”

* 4> 
CHIEF WISE said this could be 
taken to m ean that in the case 
of a big rural fire all the city 
equipment 
might 
be 
called 
out 
along with all the manpower. If 
this should happen, the chief ask­ 
ed, what would take place if a 
big fire popped up at the same 
time in the city? 
“ In other words,” 
Chief 
Wise 
said, ‘‘we just c an ’t be sending out i 
all our equipment on country runs 
and leave 
ourselves 
unprotected I 
in the city. Our trucks might get 
stuck or run out of water. And 
then if we have a city call, what 
do we do then?” 
The 
chief 
also 
pointed 
out 
that the new $26,000 
Seagrave 
truck 
is not 
used 
on 
rural 
runs. He said the smaller Ford 
truck can negotiate c o u n t r y 
roads much better and is more 
practical for country fires. 
Chief Wise said that 1954 was 
the worst year in the past five as 
fa r as fire dam age is concerned. I 
However, he quickly pointed out 
th a t 1954 was the

of

Maizo Mill fire.
